After talking with Sr. Mary 
Lou Caffery, B.V.M., chem- 
istry professor and chair of the 
evaluation task force, it 
became apparent how impor- 
tant these evaluations truly 
are. 

The purpose of faculty eval- 
uations is to promote faculty 
development, improve student 
learning, and enhance the col- 
lege's goals. "Student evalua- 
tions are just one component 
in the overall process of facul- 
ty development and evalua- 
tion," said Caffery. 

Students are the only people 
who experience the teacher's 
style of teaching, and that is 
why they are asked to do these 
evaluations. 

Caffery said the current eval- 
uation form Clarke is using 
has been in use since the 
1980s. "We need a new style 
of evaluation," she said.
